O you enjoy your meals? 
Or do you often 


find eating is a nuisance? Or, if a house- 


wife, cooking is a pest, boresome, 
dreaded? 


Frank Xayr, philosopher and seeker of original 
causes, makes a suggestion that probably has 
occurred to you. 
Nayr says: "It's too bad we 


cannot take in food like a flivver at a fillling 
station for gasoline. 
Gasoline is, to the flivver, 


what food is to us. And the flivver gets exactly 
the right kind 
of 
food—also 
just enough, 


neither too much nor too little. 
We humans 


are eternally eating too much food, 
or 
the 


wrong kind. It's always a puzzle, what will 
agree with us. We feel a craving for corned 
beef and cabbage or pic or lobster, but there's 
uncertainly as to whether it will rest easily 
after it's down. The doctors tell us our bodies 
are machines. When it comes to taking aboard 
our fuel, we're much inferior to the auto." 


Scientists say that bodies adapt themselves 


io environment—that nature makes additions 
when needed, or takes away what is no longer 
needed. A favorite illustration is the blind fish 
of underground rivers, deprived of eyes because 
it floes not need sight. 
Of the giraffe, which 


grew a long neck so it could reach tender leaves 
at the tops of trees. Such changes, however, 
tome very slowly. 
Millions of years, according 


to scientists. 
In the last 25 years, man 
has 


changed his ways of living, his 
environment, 


more than his ancestors in 25 centuries before. 
We are developing so rapidly that nature isn't 
keeping up with us. Hence our machinery for 
eating and digesting and nourishing our bodies 
is inferior to the auto, which we have created 
more efficient than our own 
bodies, 
human 


machines. 


A queer notion, bizarre yet logical, suggests 


itself. Animals grow fur, which protects them 
efficiently against cold. 
Man keeps warm by 


artificial heat. 
However—You're 
sitting 
at 


home, notice the room is cool. Lie on the floor, 
you find the air cold. Stand on a chair and you 
discover plenty of heat up near the 
ceiling 


where it doesn't do you any good, if nature is 
guiding Us, she is responsible for this system 
which has something fundamentally 
wrong 


with it. 


Genuine efficiency, with our present heat- 


ing methods, would be intervention by nature to 
enable us to keep in the warm air by living on 
the ceilings. 
Couldn't be? 
Flies do it. 
Un- 


questionably, our bodies are out of date. Na- 
ture is lagging, not changing us as fast as our 
progress and needs require. 


No doubt, an idle congress one of these 


clays will attempt to remedy the situation by 
legislating against Mother Nature, or at least 
appointing an expensive investigating commit- 
tee. 
At that, it would accomplish about 
as 


much as most of these committees.

A hook or curve ball is generally 


considered the most destructive deli- 
very. 


If a bowler uses a hook, he should

When throwing a hook take it easy 


and always try to keep the ball work- 
ing on the right side of the pins. Start 
the hook along the right side of tin- 
alley and set it, working so that it 
takes the curve as it nears the pins.

at all, slide- the fingers together in 
gripping the ball and shoot cross al- 
ley at them.
